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Books in the Summer Camp 


«The Summer Camp Is Bringing Back the Hay Loft and the Hammock 
with the Time in Which to Read 


Dorothy Gray Baldwin 
Director of Pine Log Camp 


HEN I think of the 
strenuous .and_ full 
life of the modern 
child with its extra-curric- 
ular activities, its music les- 
sons, French, dancing lessons 
and varied social activities, I 
wonder how this very busy 
young person manages to 
accumulate that background 
of acquaintanceship with 
David Copperfield, Lorna 
Doone, Long John Silver, 
Maggie Tulliver and Tom 
Brown, that good company 
of gentry, royalty, adven- 
turers, pirates, saints and 
blackguards. 
Where are the 
when a youngster with a 
book under his arm stole off to the 
hayloft and there, flat on tummy, with a 
long vista of hills, fields and sky sailed 
away on a magic carpet to hunt for gold 
on the Spanish Main or hide in a deep 
cave awaiting an attack from the Indians? 
Gone are hay lofts and hammocks and 
gnarled apple tree crotches in the lives of 
so many of our boys and girls today. Do 
they, in this full life of the present have to 
lorego, too, the rich heritage of literature 
ot the past and are they missing the gold 


moments 








in the present day writing? 

The summer camp is 
bringing back the hay loft 
and hammock,—symbols of 
leisure. More and more are 
we conscious of our chance 
to cultivate that love for and 
happy attitude toward read- 
ing which can best be nur- 
tured before eighteen years 
of age and which is often a 
man’s most valuable ally 
throughout his life, helping 
him weather many storms of 
loneliness and solacing him 
in moments of trouble. We 
have a twofold obligation, 
to our children, as camp di- 
rectors; to plant seeds of 
interest in reading, if that 
is lacking,—to open up vistas of adven- 
ture, of knowledge, of increased under- 
standing of the world about us, of a 
deeper comprehension of the personalities 
and characters of our friends through read- 
ing. Secondly, to cultivate those seeds of 
interest so that they grow into an apprecia- 
tion of good literature, into a power of se- 
lectivity in reading matter. 

One of the first things that I notice 
about a group of new campers arriving at 
the beginning of the summer, is the reading 
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material they bring with them. I find, 
also, that it is a splendid measuring rod 
for the intellectual capacity of our counsel- 
lors. The counsellor who arrives with the 
Motion Picture Magazine or College 
Humor is rarely as great a help in thinking 
out a problem in staff meeting as that coun- 
sellor who comes armed with Harpers, the 
Atlantic or the Nation. The camper’s 
taste may be a reflection of a fond but not 
too intelligent parent or of a doting aunt. 
This presents an opportunity to us in the 
summer camp, not in any pedantic way or 
in any manner that smacks of school rooms, 
to make the well-thumbed True Story 
Magazine or the copy of “The Sheik” seem 
trivial and uninteresting when a wealth of 
far deeper truth is found to lie behind the 
covers of a book like “The Bridge of San 
Luis Rey.” 

This may seem like too great a miracle 
to perform in a child’s attitude and taste 
during the two short months of the camp- 
ing season. It does require thought and 
real work and certainly an amount of care- 
ful and tactful guidance on the part of 
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leaders and counsellors, but it is well worth 
the effort expended, and fortunately there 
are very definite tools with which we can 
start out. 

Of prime importance is the atmosphere 
of leisure. There must be plenty of time 
for reading,—a space in the day’s program, 
with no hurry, no push. Many camps set 
aside definite reading periods, usually when 
the counsellor or the director reads aloud, 
sometimes in a large group, sometimes in 
small groups. Sometimes it is during rest 
hour or in some cases it is a definite period 
during a strenuous day. It seems quite 
essential that the camp program of activi- 
ties be planned with plenty of free time 
when a child may have the opportunity to 
choose what he or she will do. This is the 
time when the library will be used, or a 
favorite “bunk’”’ by the lake be sought out, 
or the hammocks be full of children who 
are resting,—contented and happy, reading. 

The surroundings,—the setting for read- 
ing is also part of this process of educating 
the child’s taste for literature. Camp li- 
braries vary in form from a corner of the

much about camp life that is conducive to reading.

Lodge, where all of the camp books are 
kept neatly arranged on shelves, to elabo- 
rate buildings devoted exclusively to read- 
ing and writing. If these quarters are 
attractive and located in some quiet spot in 
camp, they will naturally attract the 
youngster. A fireplace with comfortable 
places to sit around it for rainy days is a 
boon to any director as well as a place of 
lasting impression to the camper. Some 
camps have their libraries, — though they 
are seldom so formally labelled — built 
along the waters’ edge or deep in the heart 
ot the woods. One camp I know of has 
several reading nooks built high up in the 
(ree tops, reached only by ladder. 

Chen let us accumulate in our camp li- 
braries books that are of lasting merit, the 
old masters of fiction—books that have lived 
through the testing fire of time; and from 
the great mass of modern literature those 
that seem to be real, that have the ear 
marks of greatness. Only time will be able 
(0 point a finger at certain books of today 
and say, “This is a great book,” but we 
‘an make fairly good guesses. Our camp 





libraries will need to range from extremely 
juvenile literature through to almost the 
most sophisticated. We have young people 
varying in age from the kindergarten to 
college entrance, through varying stages of 
mental development that will call for a 
most varied selection of books. 

Our library is divided into Junior, Inter- 
mediate and Senior shelves. On our Junior 
shelves are the standard fairy tales, simple 
animal and nature stories, stories of other 
lands and children and the charming non- 
sensical books of Howard Pyle. 

The Intermediate shelves are filled with 
“teen age” books by the best writers for 
that age; Frances Hodgson Burnett, Louisa 
Alcott; Hawthorne’s “Wonder Tales,” 
tales of Arthur and the Round Table; hero 
tales of Abraham Lincoln, of the polar ex- 
plorers, of the pioneers in aviation; some of 
Sir Walter Scott and Robert Louis Steven- 
son; some of the best detective and mystery 
stories; and poetry. There is considerable 
discussion concerning the age at which chil- 
dren first appreciate poetry, but I am con- 
vinced that judicious exposure to it at a 
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tender age is often the means of a firm and 
lasting devotion to it later. The books of 
poetry are not the most worn in our collec- 
tion, but a few well-chosen anthologies, 
such as “This Singing World” and Walter 
de la Mare’s “Come Hither” and volumes 
such as A. A. Milne has recently given us, 
do find their readers. Poetry is most effec- 
tive when read aloud to children, for then 
it can be interpreted by an intelligent read- 
ing of it. It is invaluable for use in assem- 
blies, camp fires, or special Sunday services. 

The Senior shelves are perhaps the hard- 
est to fill with wisdom and judgment. Our 
girls and boys of fifteen to eighteen are 
capable of reading books of much greater 
depth than most of us have given them 
credit for and we enter practically the 
whole field of adult literature to make a 
selection of from fifty to two hundred 
books—depending upon the affluence of our 
library fund—as being the most valuable 
from a literary standpoint. 


The novel should undoubtedly predomi- 
nate on this shelf, since it portrays lite, 
studies character and shapes philosophies. 
There should be a good selection of Dick- 
ens, Eliot, Scott, Cooper, Stevenson, 
Thackeray and a wise selection of the mod- 
ern writers. Among these I would include 
Hardy, Conrad, London, Churchill, Hugh 
Walpole, Dorothy Canfield, Willa Cather, 
Thornton Wilder, Edna Ferber and Mary 
Roberts Rinehart. 

Some children will find biography in- 
tensely interesting. Sandburg’s “Abraham 
Lincoln” and the new and fascinating biog- 
raphies such as “Meet General Grant’’ as 
well as the biographical novels by E. Bar- 
rington will find their places in the camp 
library. 

Poetry here, too. Tennyson, Shelley, 
Keats, Burns and Wordsworth should be 
present as well as the modern “John 
Brown’s Body” and “The King’s Hench- 
man.” There are innumerable anthologies 
that children love in camp; the nature 
poems in “High Tide” and “Star Points” ; 
the rich collection in Untermeyer’s “Mod- 
ern British and American Poets.” ‘The 
poetry of the out-of-doors found in a col- 
lection called the “Gypsy Trail,” van 
Dyke’s “Collected Verse” and Kipling’s 
poetry of action are indispensable in the 
camp library. 

No camp library is complete without a 
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good collection of Nature books. There 
are excellent reference books on birds, Stars, 
trees, ferns, flowers and mosses, and these 
are usually in fairly constant use under the 
direction of the nature counsellor. 


Last, but also very important, is the 
shelf of reference material for counsellors, 
On it should be all of the standard works 
on camp craft such as Kephart’s “Camping 
and Woodcraft,” “Camping Out,” the 
Boy and Girl Scout Manuals and other 
authorities on woodcraft. We find a grow- 
ing interest among our counsellors in under- 
standing the children in their care and 
Dorsey’s “Hows and Whys of Human Be- 
haviour” and Seabury’s “Growing Into 
Life’ as well as other simply written books 
on adolescent psychology will be read by the 
more ambitious. The shelf should also con- 
tain plenty of material for dramatics, stunts 
and games. ‘There are fascinating collec- 
tions of plays for children such as “A Trea- 
sury of Plays for Children” and every year 
brings forth a new crop of stunt and game 
books. A counsellor should have access to 
all sorts of material for rainy days or for 
an evening of games or a surprise program 
of stunts. I feel, too, that the collections 
of short stories belong to the counsellor’s 
shelf. They are the logical material for 
reading aloud. 

With the stage so set,—an atmosphere 
of leisure, attractive, comfortable surround- 
ings and a library of books chosen with the 
hand of genius, then but one thing remains, 
—a sympathetic attitude and a right en- 
thusiasm on the part of directors and staff 
for reading. Simply exposing a child to 
good literature does not necessarily meat 
that he or she will catch its mysterious 
charm. ‘They must be guided; books must 
be talked about and discussed. An attitude 
of encouragement to read as well as a care- 
ful curbing of the child who reads to the 
exclusion of getting her experiences of lite 
first hand must be a part of the leader's 
objectives. We find that prejudices about 
good literature being “high brow” must be 
broken down. A _ child who _ naturally 
would choose a good book will sometimes 
not quite have the courage to face the fur 
his group may make of him for doing %

CHAPTER VI 
The Agency System of the School Book Publishers 


N chapter II, I pointed out 
that the four chief factors in 
bringing about harmful con- 
ditions in the booktrade were 
underselling, the subscrip- 
tion book business as it is 

conducted, trade sales, and the 


often 
agency system used by school book pub- 


lishers in the introduction of textbooks. 
The first three of these have been outlined. 
The last one will now be discussed in so 
far as it relates to the effects of the agency 
system upon the general publishing and re- 
tail trade. No attempt will be made to 
give a complete history of school book pub- 
lishing as such, nor will the publishing of 
textbooks by the state be discussed. The 
latter is one of the direct results of the 
methods used in introducing and selling 
textbooks. 

The earliest known association for the 
purpose of improving conditions in the pub- 
lishing of textbooks was the New York 
Association of Booksellers, formed in 1802. 
This organization was considered in chap- 
ter I. In the early years of our history 
most of the textbooks were supplied by 
England, but in time American publishers 
began to print textbooks as a sideline. The 
publishing of textbooks was considered 
more profitable than the regular miscel- 
laneous books because the sales were so 
much larger. One by one publishers went 
into textbook publishing exclusively, so that 
in time there were a number of large firms 
devoted entirely to this line of business. 
As early as 1837 Horace Mann deplored 
the large number of school texts and par- 
ticularly the methods used in introducing 
them. He had the following to say on this 
subject: 
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“All manner of devices are daily used to 
displace the old books, and to foist in new 
ones. The compiler has a cousin in the town 
of A, who will decry the old and recommend 
the new; or a literary gentleman in the city 
of B has just published some book on a dif- 
ferent subject and is willing to exchange 
recommendations, even; or the author has a 
mechanical friend in a neighboring town, who 
has just patented some new tool, and who will 
recommend the author’s book, if the author 
will recommend his tool! Publishers often 
employ agents to hawk their books about the 
country; and I have known several instances 
where such a peddler,—or picaroon—has taken 
all the old books of a whole class in school, 
in exchange for his new ones, book for book— 
looking, of course, to his chance of making 
sales after the book has been established in 
the school, for reimbursement and profits; so 
that at last, the children have to pay for what 
they supposed was given them. On this sub- 
ject, too, cannot the mature views of com- 
petent and disinterested men, residing, respec- 
tively, in all parts of the state, be the means 
of effecting a much needed reform.” 


Merely printing textbooks was the easi- 
est part of the work of a publisher. To 
find a market for them was more difficult. 
Most communities had been brought up on 
certain specific textbooks and though they 
were often of an inferior nature it was no 
small task to persuade the school board to 
adopt a different set. As the number of 
school book publishers increased, the com- 
petition became greater. As early as 1850 
some school book publishers were using 
agents to visit the school boards to per- 
suade them to adopt their textbooks. The 
years immediately following the Civil War 
created a great demand for textbooks. 
Many publishing firms came into existence 
as a response to this demand. The older 
and larger firms were required to increase 
their field force or see their customers taken 
by new rival establishments and by 1868 
there were at least 300 traveling agents. 
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They were naturally in continual conflicts. 
All kinds of questionable and even dishon- 
est methods were resorted to by some of the 
agents to prevent school boards adopting 
the textbooks of rival publishing houses, or 
to persuade them to discard the books of 
a rival firm in favor of the books published 
by the agent’s firm. It is not to be pre- 
sumed, however, that all of the agents were 
dishonest, for there were many agents who 
were scrupulously honest. As contrasted 
with ordinary book agents, the school book 
agents were men of far more ability, edu- 
cation, intelligence and tact. They had to 
be well versed in all fields of learning and 
to compare. and contrast the advantages of 
one set of textbooks over another. It was 
necessary for the agents to possess a great 
amount of tact as well as intelligence in 
dealing with school superintendents, teach- 
ers, and school boards. Of course, they 
also had to be politicians, more or less, and 
it was this characteristic that has given 
school book agents their bad reputation. 
Their salary varied from $1500 to $5000 
a year. 

The more important specific abuses 
which resulted from the agency system 
were these: First, textbooks were being 
constantly changed, and this was not good 
for the schools or the publishers. It was 
not good for the schools because it intro- 
duced politics into the school board. The 
agents of the textbooks in use would try 
to keep the good will of the board mem- 
bers by entertaining them, giving them 
small gifts, or in some cases even bribes. 
The agents of rival firms did the same. 
Because of this there were sometimes fac- 
tions in the board which cared less about 
the quality of the textbooks than about the 
favors or discounts bestowed upon them by 
the agents. The publishers disliked this 
way of doing business because of the high 
cost of introducing books only to have them 
superseded in a year or two by the books 
of a rival firm. Large discounts were 
offered for the introduction of textbooks. 
Many times they introduced whole series 
of books free of charge providing the old 
books were sent in exchange. Some schools 
took advantage of their opportunity and 
would change every year or two in order 
to get the advantage of the large discounts 
or the free exchange offers. The book- 
stores disliked the agency system even more 
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because the textbooks were for the most 
part sold direct to the schools and at 
discount as great or greater than to the 
bookstores. The discount to bookstores 
was only about ten per cent because schoo] 
books were sold at a price closer to the 
actual production cost than were other 
books. This discount was often given to 
teachers also, which made it unprofitable 
for bookstores to keep a supply of texbooks, 

By 1869 conditions had become so de- 
plorable that J. C. Barnes, an important 
school book. publisher, visited all of the 
leading publishers of textbooks for the pur- 
pose of securing an agreement regarding 
their agency work. He got little encour- 
agement for his trouble, but in the follow- 
ing year he secured fifty-two signatures for 
a convention, where the agency system 
could be reviewed. As a result of this peti- 
tion, a number of the school book publish- 
ers met at 216 Broadway, for three days 
beginning March 16, 1870. The Pub- 
lishers’ Board of Trade was organized, the 
object of the Board being to advance and 
protect the interests of the members of the 
organization. A constitution and by-laws 
were adopted. The following agreements 
and regulations were made regarding the 
abuses of the agency system. In regard to 
the discounts given at time of introduction, 
the Board agreed that, “After March 17, 
1870, no school books shall be introduced 
into any schools, public or private, colleges 
or academies, or any educational institution 
at less rate than one-half the published 
retail prices for cash, to be paid within 90 
days after the completion of the introduc- 
tion.” Second, publishers were required to 
publish a retail price-list. 

To prevent teachers from taking advan- 
tage of the discounts to sell the books at 
full price it was decided to send no more 
books than were required to supply one 
to each pupil. No allowance was to be 
made for old books. Introductions were 
limited to 90 days. Compensation for dis- 
tributing the books must not exceed ten per 
cent of the introduction price. (This was 
the feature objected to by bookstores.) No 
bribes or bribe-giving was permitted. All 
disagreements between members were to be 
settled by an Arbitration committee. No 
school books were to be sold at a greater 
discount than 40 per cent from the retail 
price. 
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The most important provision of all was 
in regard to book agents. It read as fol- 
lows: 


“Publishers, members of this Association, 
shall be allowed to establish offices at certain 
centres in the U. S., to a number not ex- 
ceeding eight . .. for 
the purpose of estab-

tions were brought against the Board. 
One of these was that the Board was 
attempting to maintain unfairly high 
prices. But, on the contrary, by limiting 
discounts, prices would be lowered in the 
long run. By protecting itself from dis- 
honest buyers to whom books have been 
sold at no profit at all, the prices could be 
lowered to the honest buyers, who had in 
the past been forced to pay a sufficiently 
high price to make up for the loss on the 
books sold to dishonest customers. By 
abolishing agents and bribery, the expenses 
have been lowered, enabling the publisher 
to charge lower prices. Another accusation 
against the Board was that it was a mo- 
nopoly, and would prevent smaller houses 
from selling their books. On the contrary, 
small houses could not employ as many 
agents or give as big bribes as larger firms. 
By agreeing not to resort to these things 
the small house was placed on an equal 
footing with the large. 

In April 1872, the rule in regard to dis- 
counts was changed so that introductions 
could not be furnished at a lower rate than 
two-thirds of the regular retail price unless 
old books were exchanged in which case the 
new books could be furnished at one-half 
the retail prices. ‘This was later rescinded, 
though Wilson, Hinkle & Co. adopted such 
a tule. At the end of the first year the 


important firms in 

1877, Ivison, Blake- 
man, Taylor & Co. and Wilson, Hinkle & 
Co., it came to an end. 

The Board had done a great deal of 
good, however, by showing the necessity of 
cooperation instead of ruinous competition. 
It had reduced the agency expense of pub- 
lishers one-half, and, in a few cases, retail 
prices had been reduced. The fact that 
the public were demanding better-made and 
illustrated textbooks was the chief reason 
in keeping the prices from being reduced. 

At the Cincinnati convention of book- 
sellers and publishers in 1874, the follow- 
ing resolution was passed regarding the in- 
troduction price of school books. 


“Whereas, the general tendency of the sale 
of books for introduction into schools at re- 
duced rates is to unsettle prices and to lead to 
speculations in books among teachers, 

“Resolved, that the trade hails with pleasure 
the reforms already introduced by the Pub- 
lishers’ Board of Trade in the sale of school 
books for introduction, and hopes the day is 
not far distant both for the advantage of the 
trade and for the maintenance of honesty in 
our school system, when books will be intro- 
duced only at retail prices, and upon the 
merits of the books themselves.” 


The next important development was 
the attempt of some of the larger school 
book publishers to combine in order to re- 
duce the expenses connected with the 
agency system. In 1880, D. Appleton & 
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Co. in an open letter in an educational 
weekly complained of a syndicate composed 
of the three largest publishers of school 
books who were attempting to discredit the 
Appleton textbooks in the state of Missouri. 
A. S. Barnes & Co. replied to this letter by 
saying that no combination existed to pre- 
vent the adoption of Appleton books, but 
that there was a combination for the pur- 
pose of effecting reforms in the agency sys- 
tem. Since the Appleton firm refused to 
take part in such an agreement it may be 
considered the aggressor. 

In 1884 the leading publishers of school 
books were D. Appleton & Co., Ivison, 
Blakeman, Taylor & Co., A. S. Barnes & 
Co., Cowperthwait & Co. (Philadelphia), 
Ginn, Heath & Co. (Boston), Van Ant- 
werp, Bragg & Co. (Cincinnati), Harper 
& Brothers, Sheldon & Co., Clark & May- 
nard, and Porter & Coates (Philadelphia). 
At this time about twenty-five firms did an 
annual total business of $8,000,000. Only 
three firms were south or west of Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore. Two-thirds of the 
business was done by five firms previous to 
the formation of the American Book Com- 


pany. 
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In 1890 a consolidation of some of the 
most important educational publishers was 
brought about in the form of the American 
Book Company. It consisted of the firms 
of Ivison, Blakeman & Co., Van Antwerp, 
Bragg & Co., A. S. Barnes & Co. and 
D. Appleton & Co. It was organized as 
a stock company. ‘The purpose was to save 
the expense of many organizations and of 
having to send agents to all parts of the 
country. Shortly after organizing, it 
bought out the control of the school books 
published by Harper & Brothers, Standard 
Publishing Co., and D. D. Merrill & Co, 
In 1896 the American Book Company, lo- 
cated in a fine new establishment on Wash- 
ington Square. In one year this firm pub- 
lished over one hundred new school books 
as well as new editions of old titles. In 
1891 it controlled over 90 per cent of the 
grammar school book business of the 
country. 

The consolidation had the effect of bring- 
ing into the field many new firms which 
emphasized their independence from “the 
trust,” but the competition from this time 
on though intense was a little less acri- 
monious than in the 8o’s. 


Selling Books in Shanghai 


Virginia Smith Cowper 


HEN I first announced that I was 

returning to Shanghai on my own 

to enter the world of bookselling, 
some of my very best friends in the pub- 
lishing field looked at me in a questioning 
manner, but when I put to them the fact 
that there was not a shop in either the 
French Concession or the International 
Settlement which might be called one of 
“nersonal service”, they saw just what I 
meant by wanting to return to a city where 
I was known, and where my knowledge of 
books would be appreciated by the reading 
public. 

Outside of the residents of the settle- 
ments, there are thousands of people com- 
ing to this great treaty port, the sixth larg- 
est city in the world, and naturally they 
expect to see and find here shops that repre- 
sent the New World as well as those which 


are run by the natives in their old, slow 
native way. 

This shop is small, and it is because 
it is small, it has found a place for 
itself here. I have possibly the best lo- 
cation in Shangai. It is the first shop 
one sees from the Bund, and from the 
portico of the Palace Hotel, which is 
one of the fashionable hotels here. The 
new Sassoon House has just been completed 
and the beautiful Nanking Road widened, 
and my shop is the first to be approached 
from this magnificent building which will 
house what will probably be the most 
luxurious hotel in the whole of the Orient. 
It is to be called The Hotel Cathay. This 
hotel will take over part of this lovely 
building, the balance being occupied by pro- 
fessional men and women. Already these 
offices are being taken, and I can feel the

stream of trade which is going to run 
stronger. Since the opening of the street 
after the hoardings had been removed, my 
business has jumped almost double, because 
this building has turned the tide of trade 
by making my side of Nanking Road the 
side of the street for pedestrians. 
Anticipating this change in the walking 
place of the public, some friends of mine, 
men whose business it is to study location 
and window arrangements, suggested that 
while the street was in a state of chaos, 
when the car-tracks were being relaid, that 
| have another window placed at the side 
of the shop-front. At first the idea seemed 
out of my reach, as this would be an ex- 
pensive proposition in spite of the fact that 
labor is cheap, but finally I decided to have 
it done, and I am not a bit sorry. It was 
the best move I ever made, and when the 
street was cleared) my window was fin- 
ished, adding to the appearance of the shop 
greatly, and in less than two months it 
more than paid for itself. I call it “my 
lucky window,” because merchandise shown 
there never stays with me very long. Peo- 
ple walking along from the Bund, just 
naturally walk into it, and for that reason 
I usually show my most expensive books 
there. I have used these windows for dis- 
plays of paintings by local and visiting 


artists to Shanghai, and it has been ‘said 
by a man who is head of the new art club, 
that in no time I shall have to seek larger 
quarters because of the gallery-like atmos- 
phere of the shop, and because artists like 
to show their pictures here. I have, be- 
sides my excellent windows, wide wall 
space where pictures are shown for a 
limited period, the public being invited to 
view them. It is my aim to make my shop 
a center where the patrons of the arts may 
meet, and I am now to have here the sale 
of tickets for The American Players, an 
amateur organization which has attained a 
high place in the life of this community, 
which has to depend largely on the efforts 
of amateurs for its theatrical productions. 
The company is exceedingly popular, and 
having the sale of tickets here for their 
plays will bring hundreds of people into 
the shop who have never visited it before. 
Of course I also am amply paid for the 
trouble involved in handling these tickets, 
besides getting people into the shop, and | 
think I am very fortunate in having friends 
who have swung this business my way. 
Aside from selling books and stationery, 
I have taken to designing special novelties 
for customers desiring to give large formal 
or informal dinner-parties or tiffins. My 
business is such that I plan place-cards, 
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menus, greeting cards, etc., for the Diplo- 
matic Corps, situated both in Shanghai and 
Peking, and now that the Capital has been 
removed to Nanking I am very busy design- 
ing announcements, etc., for the various 
Commissions which have been sent to China 
in an advisory capacity. For after all, 
China is China, and in spite of the fact that 
we are in the midst of the forming of a 
new China, people must play, and it has 
been jestingly said that Bubbling Well 
Cemetery is filled with people who tried to 
“hurry the East.” 

Holidays are very rare in America in 
comparison to those which are celebrated in 
China. The first of January the foreigners 
celebrate their New Year. All business is 
usually suspended for three or four days. 
The Chinese take advantage of this holiday 
of our’s as well as their own. Chinese 
New Year is one of the seasons when 
the poor coolie class really has a rest. All 
care is cast aside by rich and poor alike, 
and usually for a week it is impossible to 
get anything done. You wait patiently for 
your servants, only to be told by some 
cousin, or other relative, ““Missie, ‘boy’ no 
can stay this side, have go Ningpo, more 
far.’ Thus thousands go to “Ningpo, 
more far’’ leaving all cares behind, and for 
one time in the year come into their own, 
with their double salaries and extra “cum- 
shaws”’ in their tunics. 

During these holidays I usually keep my 
shop open, and it is amazing how much 
business I catch by doing so. 

Bookplates are popular here, and _al- 
though there are many beautiful Oriental 
motives to be had which could be woven 
into an artistic mark for books, the for- 
eigners prefer something different. 

With the unification of China, we are 
all hoping that all wars will cease, and it 
is the opinion of trained observers of things 
political in the Orient that the present war 
will not last very long. At least we are 
all hoping that things will remain quiet, 
and that the outports will again become 
the bustling centers they were formerly. 
People in the outports have only Shanghai 
to call upon for their wants, and we are 
all looking forward to the time when the 
new air mail service here under the guid- 
ance of Major B. Robertson, will be 
launched. Major Robertson was one of 
Colonel Lindbergh’s backers. He is one 
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of my customers, both he and Mrs. Robert. 
son visiting the shop often. 

Among the “well-knowns” who have 
visited me during the last few months there 
were Vera Ida Simonton, author of “Hell’s 
Playground”, Euguene O'Neill, with 
whom I had a little chat one Sleernoon, 
Robert Carleton Brown, of Rio de Janeiro, 
formerly a magazine editor in New York 
and London. Mr. Brown called upon me, 
having seen an account of my shop in the 
Publishers’ W eekly. 

There has been a stream of celebrities 
on the World Tours which stopped for a 
day or so at Shanghai, and it was very 
good to greet an old friend who sauntered 
into the shop one day recently, and stopped 
quietly in the middle of the main room 
smiling at me, and after my first little thrill 
had passed I recognized Robert Mountsier, 
of the New York Sun, who was a pas- 
senger on the S.S. Resolute. He brought 
me news of New York, and our visit was 
all too short, for he had to be on his way 
in order to “cover” the activities of the 
tourists. 

We are all looking forward to a visit 
from Harry Snyder, who has not been to 
the Orient since 1926, and I know the 
booksellers here will all be glad to welcome 
Leon Archer. I know Shanghai will like 
him. 

Shanghai is a great city of readers. All 
ot the literary papers of America and Eng- 
land are gone over carefully, and reviews 
studied. Fiction is read mostly by folks 
going off on long trips, for Shanghai is 
known as a port of “hails and farewells’, 
but serious works find a place here in the 
homes of men and women who love books 
and who collect them. It is surprising how 
many collectors there are of “firsts” here. 

Taken all in all, now that China is 
settling down, I think that we are about 
due for the business boom. The one big 
question now is the stabilization of the cur- 
rency of China, and Dr. E. W. Kemmerer 
is here now working with other experts on 
the matter, and we are hoping that some- 
thing will happen soon. If the money can 
only be arranged so that the average man 
in the street can understand it, doing away 
with the trying “small money” and “big 
money,” we will begin to think that at last 
China and Chinese commerce will come !1- 
to its own.

buy” for a bookseller is the Clearing 
House. The Clearing House enables book- 
sellers to have small packages accumulated 
at one place and sent to them in one ship- 
ment. 
Booksellers saved fifty thousand dollars 
or more last year by using this department. 
It was done easily enough. If you will 
examine the following schedule, you will 


see that individual packages weighing 
definite amounts each cost a certain sum of 
money to be shipped from New York to 
Bookseller “A” in Kansas City and that 
seventeen such packages of varying weights 
cost him $13.72, if each is sent him indi- 
vidually. Had those packages been as- 
sembled at the Clearing House, there is a 
potential saving of $7.23 by freight or

The Cost of Paper Binding 
WA vector for th place Paper Books de- 


velop for themselves in the field of 

Book Clubs the big display adver- 
tising campaign now going on is sure to 
reawaken public discussion on the relative 
value of paper and cloth as a covering for 
current books. The argument of economy 
of the paper binding is a new element in 
the Club campaigns and will differentiate 
the Paper Book Club from the others fhat 
have preceded it in the field and the name 
“Paper Books’’ is being used as the name of 
the organization. 

In making this change from a cloth 
jacket, the publisher is undoubtedly capital- 
izing a widespread feeling among book buy- 
ers that a change from cloth to paper, or to 
the “Continental style of binding” as some 
term it, would, if widely adopted in this 
country, lower the price of books and there- 
fore increase their distribution. It is only 
in the booktrade that people are aware that 
other savings must be added to the saving 
in the cost of binding to make possible the 
lower price, and there ought to be a clearer 
understanding of what differences in cost 
are possible or the public will assume that 
any $2.50 book if bound in paper can be 
sold for about 50c. 

The actual saving of the paper binding 
as compared to cloth is 6c to 10c per vol- 
ume, according to the size of the book, the 
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character of the binding, and the expense of 
the jacket for the cloth copy. This is re- 
latively a small sum, and the obstacle to 
recent use of the paper style has been just 
this fact, that the public expected that a 10c 
saving in the cost of production would 
mean $1 or $2 saving in the price of the 
book. Publishers have felt that anything 
that costs 10c or less and looks like $1 was 
a valuable element in a piece of merchan- 
dise. The American publishers have reason 
to be familiar with the paper book, as many 
of those who now head publishing houses 
had experience in the ’70’s and ’80’s when 
the paper book was at its height. 


The paper book of that day, like the 
paper book of today, must depend for its 
really big saving on the lowering of the 
royalty charged against each book. (‘The 
paper books of early days paid little or no 
royalties to the authors.) The royalty of 
the usual $2.50 novel varies from 25c¢ to 
37 ec, the royalty on a reprint must be not 
more than 5c and on a paper book presum- 
ably less. Here is a saving of from 20c to 
32c, or two to three times the amount that 
can possibly be saved on the binding. ‘The 
author’s royalty on 100,000 paper books 
would be likely to be the same as on 12,000 
two-fifty novels. 

The next important saving to make 
paper books successful must be in the cost 
of publishers’ overhead, that is, the expense 
of directing the business, of searching for 
authors, etc. On the usual $2.50 book there 
must be an item of approximately 45c to 
50c for this overhead. On reprints after 
publication, like the “popular copyrights,” 
there is 5c per copy to cover the first pub- 
lisher’s overhead, the use of the plates and 
his profit, but even at this radical reduction 
the transaction is worth while because it is 
a plus sale over what had proved possible 
at the original figure which was necessary) 
to cover the general expenses of publishing. 
The paper book publisher of today must, 
like the reprint publisher, cut down this 
item by leaving much of the general ex- 
penses of finding the books and preparing 
the way for them in the hands of the pub- 
lisher of the trade edition, 

Of the saving, that comes by manufac- 
turing large runs, economies can be made 
either for cloth or paper books, so that the 
problem is that of getting a guaranteed cir- 
culation so that not just the occasional book 
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shall have a long run but that each individ- 
ual book in the series shall have a long run. 
The saving which comes from using the 
plates of the original publishers is taken 
advantage of by the reprint publishers, but 
not by the two clubs now making paper 
books; both The Book Lover’s League and 
‘Paper Books” are resetting the text. 

A possible fourth item that may affect the 
margin of profit is the question of advertis- 
ing pages. Cloth books have never carried 
any advertising pages, and in late years have 
even dropped out the publishers’ own lists 
from the backs of the books, but it might 
be possible to add to the income by includ- 
ing pages in the backs of paper books. 


Whatever success the paper books may 
have, the situation shows that a rearrange- 
ment of elements of the costs other than the 
binding has to be provided before any re- 
duction in price can be made that will 
appeal to the public. It has yet to be found 
out whether the American public has any 
real objection to the paper cover except the 
fact that it has not previously been found 
possible to reduce the price enough to make 
the public prefer them. Perfected binding 
machinery has made cloth binding one of 
the cheapest elements in a book’s make-up. 


Copyright Investigation Planned 


N investigation by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Patents to determine 
whether adequate legal protection 

now exists for the proprietary rights of 
artists, authors and inventors, in their ar- 
tistic creations or inventions, has been pro- 
posed by Senator King of Utah. 

His resolution contends that statutory 
protection for property and _ proprietary 
rights and ownership in original thoughts, 
conceptions, and ideas in art, literature, 
science, mechanics and the useful arts is in- 
complete. Senator King believes that ar- 
tists, authors, scientists and inventors are 
not now satisfactorily protected by law dur- 
ing the progress of their original ideas and 


works from conception to reduction to prac- 


tice, through sales for use, and for appli- 
cation and use of their original conceptions 
and ideas after reduction to practice. * 
Aitists, authors, scientists and inventors, 
according to Senator King believe that the 
subject and situation warrant careful in- 
vestigation and consideration by Congress 
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with a view to defining and protecting 
property and proprietary rights in some 
manner not stated, but beyond the existing 
laws. His resolution, therefore, prescribes 
that the Committee on Patents, or any duly 
organized subcommittee thereof, is author- 
ized and directed: 

(1) To investigate the extent to which 
the rights of persons engaged in art, liter- 
ature, science, mechanics and the useful arts 
in their original thoughts, conceptions, and 
ideas leading to investigation and discovery 
have been and may be corisidered in law, 
equity, and common usage as property and 
proprietary rights, and the extent to which 
such persons have been or may reasonably 
be protected in the commercial or other 
use of such original thoughts, conceptions, 
and ideas, and (2) to report to the Senate 
as soon as practicable, but in no event 
later than April 15, 1930, the results of its 
investigation, together with its recom- 
mendations for necessary legislation to pro- 
tect for a limited time the property and 
proprietary rights of such persons in their 
original thoughts, conceptions, and ideas 
leading to invention and discovery. 

“Section 2. For the purposes of this 
resolution the Committee, or any duly au- 
thorized subcommittee thereof, is author- 
ized to hold such public hearings, to sit and 
act at such times and places, to employ such 
experts and clerical, stenographic, and other 
assistants, to require by subpoena or other- 
wise the attendance of such witnesses and 
the production of such books, papers and 
documents, to administer such oaths, to 
take such testimony, and to make such ex- 
penditures, as it deems advisable. 

“The cost of stenographic services in re- 
porting such hearings shall not be in excess 
of 25 cents per hundred words. The ex- 
penses of the Committee, which shall not 
exceed $2,000 shall be paid from the con- 
tingent fund of the Senate upon vouchers 
approved by the Chairman.”

Forthcoming Publications 
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English Booksellers Meet 


E. ALDEN, head of Simpkin 

Marshall, Ltd., of London, has 

been elected president of the 
Associated Booksellers of Great Britain and 
Ireland, which has been meeting in annual 
convention at Hastings. Mr. Alden has 
been an active leader in the work of the 
association for many years and its head- 
quarters are in Simpkin Marshall’s build- 
ing. (It is interesting to Americans to re- 
call that Mr. Alden is a direct descendant 
of John Alden of Mayflower fame.) The 
convention took especial notice of the prog- 
ress of the training of booksellers, and W. 
J. Magenis, the aggressive secretary of the 
association, was able to report successful 
progress both in classes conducted in Ox- 
ford and in London. As with the Ameri- 
can association, there is difficulty in mak- 
ing the dues cover the needs of association 
work, and a plea was made for stronger 
financial backing. 

David Roy, buyer for the great W. H. 
Smith & Son chain of bookshops, gave a 
paper on Book Clubs, one of which has just 
started in England. ‘The paper was 
severely critical of the effect of book clubs 
on other forms of book distribution. 

Many publishers were present, and The 
Publishers’ Circular comments on the fact 
that it was a gathering of significant good 
fellowship for all branches of the trade. 
One of the sessions was reserved for con- 
sideration of the report of the Joint Com- 
mittee of Publishers and Booksellers which 
has been sitting for two years and sifting 
the various difficulties of the trade. It has 
concerned itself with the granting of trade 
terms in export trade, remainders, trade 
allowances, education and training of book- 
sellers. Many publishers were present. 


Manufacturing Costs in Germany 
HE English Publisher and Bookseller 


quotes figures from Germany to indi- 
cate the considerable increase in the cost 
of book production there in the last five 
years. The total increase in printing since 
1924 las been about 65%. Book binding 
has shown an increase over the five years 
of nearly 70% ; paper prices, 30%. Many 
German publishers, they report, are revis- 
ing their selling prices and making them 


higher than formerly. 
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An 11-Page Advertisement 


LEVEN pages devoted to advertising 
one book in a trade paper, that is the 
display we find in the Borsendlatt, 

official organ of the German booktrade, in 
its number of May 21st. These eleven 
pages are celebrating the publication of the 
five hundred thousand of “All Quiet on the 
Western Front,” which has in a month, 
with the help of the Book-of-the-Month 
Club, gone over the hundred thousand mark 
in this country. The German records show 
that the book was first printed on January 
31st in an edition of 30,000 and has been 
selling in the German at a rate of 30,000 
every week ever since. Among other fea- 
tures of this 11-page advertisement, we 
note that the publisher’s name is never 
mentioned. There would certainly be no 
bookseller who would have forgotten who 
the publisher was. Reviews are quoted 
from all parts of the world, including the 
Manchester Guardian, London Times, 
Chicago Daily News, Paris Monde, Lenin- 
grad Gazette.

Further Tariff Discussion 
H EARINGS on tariff before the Sen- 


ate Committee were held on June 

13th; and Friday the 14th was de- 
voted to paper and book schedules. A few 
changes from the present schedule had been 
recommended for paper and almost none for 
books. Robert E. Goldsby, attorney for the 
National Association of Book Publishers, 
appeared for that organization in arguing 
for the retention of the present rates, the 
publishers believing that the records of the 
Custom House showed the ratio of imports 
to exports to be a very healthy one, that 
imports have not increased with anything 
like the rapidity with which the domestic 
business had increased, and that to change 
the rates would mean no advantage to 
either the American booktrade or the 
American printers. M. B. Stanton, speak- 
ing for Rand, McNally & Company, ar- 
gued for an increase in the rate on maps. 
Matthew Woll, appearing for the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, argued for an in- 
creased duty on books, believing that the 
present rate did not fully protect American 
labor. He especially argued for the placing 
on the dutiable list books in foreign lan- 
guage and Bibles in English, both of which 
are on the free list at present. He also 
urged that books brought to this country for 
gratuitous circulation be added to the duti- 
able list. Mr. Woll claimed that wages 
here were two to five times what they were 
abroad and that this ought to call for duty 
of 100% or more.

| have your letter of May 31st protest- 
ing against The Crime Club advertisement 
in the Herald-Tribune of May 31st, in 
which three months’ trial membership was 
offered for $4.90. 

May I explain. 

The Crime Club is planning to spend 
some $50,000.00 in promotion of its sales 
through bookstores this Fall. Most of this 
money and effort will be spent in advertis- 
ing The Crime Club name and imprint— 
the idea of The Crime Club—urging read- 
ers to take out memberships through book- 
stores. We feel justified in entering on 
such an ambitious scheme because May 
Crime Club sales through bookstores were 
140% in increase of the same month last 
year, the third largest month, in fact, in 
Crime Club history. The prospect for con- 
tinued sales through the next six months 
seems reasonably certain. 

Before entering into this expenditure, 
the Crime Club thought it wise to test its 
ideas in three direct mail advertisements 
to discover, if possible, just which appeal 
would be the most effective. These three 
advertisements vary in price levels and in 
appeal—one_ offers return privileges, an- 
other is purely institutional, and soon. We 
are running them in the worst possible mail 
order season, and in only fair mail order 
mediums. They will lose money, but we 
hope that they will give us a mathemati- 
cally certain test, showing just how we may 
spend our advertising appropriation this 
Fall most effectively to sell Crime Club 
books through bookstores. 

These mail order advertisements are in- 
tended to be intelligent tests—and are in 
no way to be taken as a continuing Crime 
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Club policy. Booksellers have just finished 
selling their first million dollars of Crime 
Club books. In the face of the record of 
their accomplishment and their cooperation, 
we would hardly want to enter into an un- 
fair competition with them. 

I am grateful to you for your prompt 
letter of inquiry. I congratulate you on the 
alertness with which you watch out for the 
interests of the booksellers, and I do hope 
this explanation shows that their interests 
and ours are the same.

If you think it of sufficient general in- 
terest to the booktrade, you are at liberty 
to use the enclosed copy for “‘an open letter 
to publishers” in your issue of June 29th: 


AN OPEN LETTER TO - 
PUBLISHERS 
Gentlemen: 

We think it was clearly demonstrated at 
the Convention of the American Booksel- 
lers Association held in Boston, May 13-16, 
that Book Clubs are a menace to the retail 
book business. The testimony of practically 
every bookseller of importance to the effect 
that the Book Clubs have decreased the 
sales of books in book stores is conclusive 
evidence of this. We have entertained this 
opinion for more than a year and now that 
this opinion has been confirmed unani- 
mously by the booksellers of the country in 
convention assembled, we feel that the time 
has arrived for us to express ourselves to 
each of the publishing houses with whom it 
has been our pleasure to do business in the 
past. 

We concede that it is your right to de- 
cide with whom you will do business. On 
the other hand, we contend that the same 
right is inherent with us. Since we are 
absolutely convinced that the various 
monthly Book Clubs, by whatever name 
designated, affect our business adversely 
and are assisted in doing so by the pub- 
lishers who furnish them with books at a 
greater discount than is allowed to us, we 
are writing to say that as representative 
booksellers and as fairly liberal purchasers 
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of your publications we shall expect to have 
your assurance that you will in future do 
one of two things: 


1. Refuse to furnish any more books to 
the monthly Book Clubs above re- 
ferred to, or 

2. Place the monthly Book Clubs and 
ourselves on the same basis as regards 
discounts, terms, etc. 

If the retail book business of the country 
is to be preserved as a valuable outlet for 
the product of the various publishers, we 
believe either one of the two steps outlined 
above is necessary. 

In any event, we shall co-operate in 
future only with those publishers who rec- 
ognize us as their agents and are willing to 
protect us to the extent indicated.

Old and Rare Books’ - 





HREE current catalogs of well- 

known booksellers of this city have 

just been received, with here and 
there a sprinkling of American first edi- 
tions, and the prices bear striking evidence 
of the steady upward tendency. In one we 
find Bret Harte’s “West Point Tic Tacs,” 
New York, 1878, priced at $90; Lafcadio 
Hearn’s “Stray Leaves from Strange Lit- 
erature,” Boston, 1884, $125; Washington 
Irving’s “Letters of Jonathan Oldstyle,” 
New York, 1824, $175; James Russell 
Lowell’s “Class Poem,’ Cambridge, 1838, 
$150; and Walt Whitman’s “Leaves of 
Grass,” second issue of the first edition, 
$1,000. In another, William Cullen Bry- 
ant’s ‘“White-Footed Deer and Other 
Poems,” New York, 1844, $500; James 
Fenimore Cooper’s “The Pathfinder,” 
Philadelphia, 1840, $250; Oliver Wendell 
Holmes’s “The Autocrat of the Breakfast- 
Table,” 1858, $55; James Russell Lowell’s 
““A Fable for Critics,’ New York, 1848, 
$75; and John Greenleaf Whittier’s 
“Mogg Megone,” Boston, 1836, $175. In 
the third, Nathaniel Hawthorne’s ‘True 
Stories from History and Biography,” Bos- 
ton, 1851, $85; Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow’s ‘“Outre-Mer,” 2 vols., Boston, 
1833-34, with 12-line autograph quotation 
of the author inserted, $1,000; Harriet 
Beecher Stowe’s “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” 2 
vols., Boston, 1852, leaves washed and bind- 
ing repaired, $275; and John Greenleaf 
Whittier’s “Snow-Bound,” Boston, 1866, 
$200. These items are typical of others in

range of prices appearing in catalogs of 
other booksellers in other cities. What is 
most remarkable is that there is a rush to 
buy these first editions at these prices. This 
advance, although predicted some years ago, 
has finally come so quickly that it has caught 
the rare book dealers with little stock, and 
they are obliged to go into the open market 
against keen competition to find material to 
meet the growing demand. 


THE current issue of the catalog of Ber- 

nard Quaritch, of London, contains a 
description of the Second Folio of Shake- 
speare’s ““‘Comedies, Histories and _trage- 
dies,” printed by Tho. Coates, for Robert 
Allot, in 1632. It is a most desirable copy 
of the first issue of the title and conse- 
quently Milton’s epitaph on Shakespeare, 
which is on the complementary leaf, in its 
earliest version. In all, nine separate issues 
of the title are known; the five earliest have 
Allot’s imprint, and the first issue of all is 
distinguishable, as Professor Robert Met- 
calf Smith has shown in his ‘Variant Issues 
of Shakespeare’s Second Folio,” by the oc- 
currence of the spelling “Coppies” in line 
six and the fact that insufficient space wa: 
left for the portrait resulting in the over- 
lapping of either line seven or the word 
“London” of the imprint. There are three 
versions of Milton’s famous epitaph, but 
the earliest of them (the only one with the 
reading “Starre-ypointed Pyramid’’) is 
never found otherwise than in conjunction 
with the first issue of the title. It is of 
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extreme rarity, only occurring in 8 of the 
124 copies of the Second Folio listed by 
Professor Smith. This copy is described as 
“a most desirable copy with an excellent 
impression of the portrait; the blank mar- 
gins of the leaf “To the Reader’ skillfully 
mended, but a fine copy in crimson levant 
morroco extra, by Riviere; with a library 
stamp on the verso of the title,’ and priced 
at £2,250. 


OR the last twenty years a small group 

of Scottish scholars and. enthusiasts has 
been at work gathering material for the 
publication of a great national dictionary. 
The completed work will not only help 
preserve the native tongue for future gen- 
erations, but will also throw light on the 
traditions, customs and habits of thought 
of the Scottish people. The Scottish 
National Dictionary Association, which has 
been formed to carry the undertaking to 
completion, points out that the native 
tongue is no mere dialect of English; the 
two languages, although derived from the 
same source, have been moulded by diverse 
influences, geographical and political. Scot- 
tish dialects, have a standard form, in the 
same sense that standard English is de- 
scended from a Midland dialect. This 
dialect was spoken at the Scottish Court 
from the eleventh century, when it super- 
seded Gaelic, to the seventeenth, when, on 
the accession of James VI to the English 
throne, the court abandoned Edinburgh for 
London. The language is that used by 
Scott, Stevenson and most of the best Scot- 
tish writers. More than a century has 
elapsed since Jamieson published his “Ety- 
mological Dictionary of the Scottish Lan- 
guage,” and though it was regarded as a 
great achievement at the time, even its la- 
test edition is defective in vocabulary, 
phonetics, and etymology, according to the 
association. 


The Incunabula Society 


N May 5th the regular meeting of the 
Incunabula Society (Wiegendruck- 
Gesellschaft) was held in Berlin. An- 


nouncement was made that each of the 
members was to receive a copy of “The 
Book Printing of France, French Switzer- 
land, Spain and Portugal in the 15th Cen- 
tury. A bibliographical survey.” ‘The book 
will appear in four volumes, one devoted 
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to each country. Dr. Crous spoke on the 
“Future of Typographical Research.” He 
pointed out two important factors in the 
study of typography, namely, the compari- 
son of style with particular reference 
to the minuscule scripts according to the 
method of Hessel, as Crous and Kirschner 
had already done in their “Gothic Types,” 
which method has been carried on by Stan- 
ley Morison and Johnson. The second 
point was whether or not type foundries 
existed in the 15th century in order to 
ascertain whether certain types are always 
to be ascribed to the same printer. In this 
connection the new book of Ernst Con- 
sentius which is soon to appear from the 
Press of Walter de Gruyter & Co., was 
discussed. In this book Consentius claims 
to have found proof that type foundries had 
existed at that time. Such proof would be 
of great aid to the study of typography with 
respect to incunabulae and it would no 
longer be necessary to search out a new 
printer for each new type nor to assume 
that all identical types were used by one 
and the same press.
